rablc harm when below 
5.0 degrrca. Fever above this 

I point can harm' the nervous sys­ 
tem, and the rapid pulse rate 
whjteh usually accompanies high 

[ fever can result in heart injury. 
If perspiration Is present, its 

evaporation cools the body. Some- 
[times sweating can be artificial­ 
ity Induced. Sponging the skin 
I with alcohol or -lukewarm water 
to effect evaporation is also ef­ 
fective. In relieving the head­ 
ache usually present with fever, 
cold applications to the forehead 

[ and te'mples arc of value and 
also help to reduce temperature. 

Especially if the sick person 
I Is a child, lukewarm or moder­ 
ately cool enemas given slowly 

'will remove much heat from the 
body. A good enema solution 
Is. a teaspoonfu! of salt to a 

Iquaft of water. Two quarts of 
kich solution can be used every 

Two or three hours.
Fever Is a warning signal. To 

[detect It, every family should 
| have a thermometer, know how 
[and when to use it. A fever 
[which persists for more than a 
I day or two despite home treat­ 
ments or which Is difflco.lt to 
reduce below 103.0 most certain­ 
ly calls for a physician's atten­ 
tion.
